Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  Health  Administration  in  Warwick¬ 
shire  during  the  year  1946,  this  being  my  first  Annual  Report  and  covering  a  period  of  change 
in  the  office  of  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

2  Dr.  Fraser  Brockington  resigned  on  the  28th  February,  1946,  and  Dr.  J.  L.  Newman, 
the  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  continued  to  administer  the  Department  until 

I  took  up  the  appointment  on  the  1st  September.  Dr.  Newman  resigned  on  the  18th  Novem¬ 
ber,  and  Dr.  Fraser  Mackenzie  commenced  duty  as  Deputy  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
on  the  18th  December. 

3  There  were  also  a  number  of  changes  in  the  appointments  of  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  during  the  year  and  early  in  1947.  Dr.  Livingstone  and  Dr.  Kelly  re¬ 
turned  from  service  with  H.M.  Forces  in  January  and  February,  1946,  respectively,  and  Dr. 
Livingstone  resigned  in  January,  1947.  Dr.  Farmer  also  left  early  in  January,  1947,  and  Dr. 
Lemin  left  in  September,  1946.  Dr.  O’Reilly  was  appointed  in  December,  1946. 

4  This  report  follows  in  the  main  the  lines  of  annual  reports  submitted  to  you  by  previous 
County  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  but  I  have  restricted  it,  so  far  as  possible,  to  statistical 
tables.  Where  references  are  made  to  services  which  cannot  be  illustrated  by  statistics  these 
references  are  as  brief  as  possible,  having  regard  to  the  need  to  conserve  paper  and  the  diffi¬ 
culties  encountered  with  regard  to  printing.  The  following  comments  may  be  of  interest  : — 

5  The  birth-rate  for  the  County — 19.64  per  1,000  population — is  the  highest  recorded  since 
1923,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1944,  when  the  rate  was  20.88. 

6  The  maternal  mortality  rate  of  1.46  per  1,000  live  births  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

7  The  death-rate  of  0.42  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis  shews  little  variation  over  the  last 

15  years,  it  having  varied  during  that  time  between  0.4  and  0.5. 

8  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  40  per  1,000  live  births  is  about  the  average  for  the  last  5 
years,  but  the  death  rate  of  illegitimate  infants  shews  a  substantial  decrease,  namely  43  per 
1,000  illegitimate  births  compared  with  58  in  1945. 

9  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  has  fallen  from  8.10%  of  total  live  births  to  6.75%  or, 
in  actual  numbers,  from  672  to  598. 

10.  The  total  death  rate  for  the  County  was  10.61,  which  shews  little  appreciable  difference 
over  the  last  6  years.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.5. 

II  The  death  rate  from  cancer  remains  at  approximately  the  same  level — 1.67  compared 

with  1.66  in  1944  and  1.57  in  1945.  The  cancer  death  rate  in  Warwickshire  over  the  last  25  years 

has  shewn  a  tendency  to  rise  slightly.  The  rate  recorded  in  1946  is,  in  fact,  the  highest  rate 
in  the  last  25  years,  the  lowest  having  been  recorded  in  1922  when  it  was  1.03. 

12  The  Registrar  General’s  statistical  return  includes  some  figures  relating  to  road  traffic 
accidents,  and  it  is  interesting  to  observe  that  in  Warwickshire  there  were  52  deaths  or  0.11  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  In  view  of  the  extensive  publicity  given  to  road  traffic  accidents  it 
is  interesting  to  compare  these  statistics  with  the  death  rate  from  such  diseases  as  cancer — 1.67, 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  0.42,  pneumonia — 0.48. 

13  Having  completed  my  first  year  of  service  in  Warwickshire  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report,  I  should  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  confidence  placed  in  me  by  the  County 
Council  and  the  Health  Committee,  and  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  I  have  received  from  the 
various  officers  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  of  the  County  Health  Department.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

20  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  bulk  of  public  health  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  were  undertaken 
during  the  year  at  the  University  of  Birmingham  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements  which 
have  been  in  operation  with  the  University  for  many  years.  In  addition,  facilities  for  public 
health  work  were  available  to  a  limited  extent  at  the  County  Pathological  Laboratory. 

The  work  at  the  County  Laboratory  shewed  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  and  con¬ 
sisted  in  the  main  of  work  referred  from  hospitals. 
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21  County  Ambulance  Service. 

The  Council,  by  agreement  with  County  District  Councils,  continued  to  operate  an  am¬ 
bulance  service  for  the  whole  of  the  administrative  County. 

A  free  service  has  been  provided  for  journeys  necessary  within  the  County,  and  to  hos¬ 
pitals  outside  the  County  serving  the  needs  of  Warwickshire. 

Journeys  outside  the  County,  other  than  those  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph, 
have  been  undertaken  at  a  charge  to  the  patient. 

7  main  depots  at  Coleshill,  Nuneaton,  Rugby,  Solihull,  Stratford-on-Avon,  Sutton 
Coldfield  and  Warwick  provided  a  24  hour  service,  and  3  sub-depots  at  Atherstone,  Bedworth 
and  Two  Gates  operated  a  day-time  service.  The  28  ambulances  and  15  sitting-case  cars 
were  operated  by  a  staff  of  110. 

The  vehicles  travelled  nearly  400,000  miles  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  the  following 
table  gives  the  types  of  cases  carried  and  the  mileage  travelled  : —

In  addition  to  responding  to  emergency  calls  in  the  case  of  accidents  or  sudden  illness, 
the  service  has  also  been  available  for  others  needing  transport  when  the  request  for  assist¬ 
ance  is  made  by  a  doctor,  district  nurse,  midwife,  hospital,  relieving  officer,  the  police  or  a 
private  individual  (mainly  maternity  cases)  authorised  in  writing  by  the  County  Medical  Officer 
to  call  on  the  ambulance  service  for  a  specific  occasion.

Nursery  to  be  used  entirely  as  a  nursery  school.

40  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

As  from  the  1st  January,  194$*  in  consequence  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  194/45, 
responsibility  for  immunising  children  under  5  who  were  not  at  school  was  placed  upon  Wel¬ 
fare  Authorities.  Under  Section  204  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  in  that  circular,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  outlined  the  procedure  to  be  adopted,  and  responsibility  for  keeping  records 
of  immunisations  and  making  returns  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  placed  upon  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health. 
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In  Warwickshire  each  health  visitor  has  been  responsible  for  persuading  parents  of  children 
under  school  age  to  accept  immunisation,  and,  as  requested  by  the  Ministry,  lists  of  notified  births 
have  been  prepared  and  examined  each  quarter  by  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  so  that 
the  position  with  regard  to  immunisation  of  children  under  5  has  been  constantly  under  review. 

Record  cards  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  printed  and  supplied 
to  all  doctors  needing  them,  so  that  the  eventual  records  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
were  in  a  standard  form.  A  request  was  made  that  the  record  of  treatment  cards  should  be 
sent  to  the  County  Health  Department  on  completion  of  immunisation,  so  that  it  could  be  noted 
on  the  list  of  notified  births,  and  it  was  then  forwarded  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
This  request  has  been  complied  with  to  a  considerable  extent  and  has  enabled1  the  lists  of  notified 
births  to  be  kept  reasonably  accurate. 

In  order  to  encourage  immunisation,  the  County  Council  undertook  to  pay  a  fee  of  5/- 
to  medical  practitioners  in  respect  of  each  child  under  5  immunised  in  the  course  of  their  private 
practices.  Considerable  use  was  also  made  of  a  van,  equipped  as  a  mobile  immunisation  clinic, 
which  undertook  immunisation  sessions  in  the  very  rural  parts  of  the  County  where  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  arranging  for  fixed  clinics.

Nursing  Staff. — During  1946,  a  further  reduction  in  numbers  of  the  nursing  staff  occurred, 
and  in  consequence  75  beds  were  closed  during  the  year.  In  November,  however,  arrangements 
were  made  for  a  number  of  male  student  nurses  to  start  work  in  1947,  and  the  year  closed  with 
the  promise  of  re-opening  of  all  the  male  beds.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

52  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention. 

Many  rivers  and  streams  in  the  County  are  polluted,  some  seriously,  and  although  im¬ 
provements  have  been  made,  the  over  all  position  has  not  changed  materially  during  the  year. 

A  number  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  visited  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  samples  of  effluents  taken  for  examination.  Surveys  of  the  Rivers  Blythe  and  Cole  were 
carried  out  on  the  23rd  August,  and  the  River  Avon  on  the  15th  August.

Barston  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

On  the  16th  April  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector  was  informed  of  heavy  fish  mortality 
in  the  River  Blythe.  Immediate  investigations  were  made  and  the  cause  ascertained  to  be  a 
flush  of  poisonous  material  discharged  through  the  sewers  to  Barston  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
which  both  seriously  damaged  the  Works  and  caused  fish  mortality  in  the  river.  The  pollution 
commenced  on  the  11th  April  and  since  five  days  elapsed  before  we  were  able  to  commence 
investigations,  we  were  unable  to  prove  the  origin  of  the  discharge.  A  number  of  factories 
were  visited  and  the  discharge  might  have  occurred  from  one  or  more  of  three  factories.  Various 
precautions  were  insisted  upon  to  prevent  a  recurrence. 
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54  City  of  Coventry  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

In  the  annual  report  for  1945  reference  was  made  to  the  investigations  by  the  Water 
Pollution  Research  Section  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  the 
Coventry  Corporation  into  the  possibilities  of  chlorinating  the  effluent  from  the  Corporation’s 
Sewage  Disposal  Works.  These  investigations  revealed  that  the  addition  of  chlorine,  where 
certain  wastes  are  treated  with  domestic  sewage,  produces  a  toxic  effluent,  thereby  rendering 
it  impracticable  to  chlorinate  these  effluents. 

Investigations  have  continued  during  the  year  and  the  Corporation  erected  an  experimental 
plant  at  the  Finham  Disposal  Works  to  conduct  a  controlled  investigation  into  the  filtration 
of  sewage  effluents,  with  special  reference  to  alternating  double  filtration,  and  the  Corporation 
have  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  the  Water  Pollution  Research  Board  in  their  investigations. 
The  plant  was  formally  opened  on  the  24th  July,  1946,  and  it  is  thought  that  these  investiga¬ 
tions  will  provide  useful  data  when  it  is  possible  to  extend  the  works. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


55  Milk  ( Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936-1946. 

The  supervision  of  licensed  milk  production  has  continued  on  the  lines  developed  during 
the  previous  two  years  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Every  applicant  for  a  licence  is  visited,  and  the  premises,  arrangements,  and  facilities 
for  milk  production  examined,  and  advice  given  as  to  any  improvements  necessary  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 


Licensing  conditions,  including  the  isolation  of  herds,  segregation  of  individual  animals 
when  necessary,  marking  of  animals  and  keeping  of  herd  registers,  removal  and  movement  of 
reactors,  as  well  as  the  methods  of  milk  production  and  routine  sampling,  continue  to  have 
close  attention,  with  a  view  to  ensuring  that  licensing  conditions  are  complied  with.  Progress 
has  been  made  and  the  standard  of  licensed  milk  production  in  the  County  continues  steadily 
to  improve,  although  several  years  of  work  will  be  required  before  the  position  can  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory.

The  percentage  of  all  samples  failing  to  comply  with  the  prescribed  tests  was  22.93%,  com¬ 
pared  with  18.21%  for  the  year  1945,  23.12%  for  the  year  1944,  23.04%  for  1943,  and  27.52% 
for  1942. 

The  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  samples  shewed  an  increase  over  1945,  but  an  improve¬ 
ment  over  previous  years.  These  sample  results  are  not  altogether  a  reliable  guide  as  to  licensed 
milk  production  as  a  whole,  since  the  milk  from  herds  where  methods  of  production  known  to 
be  of  a  low  standard  or  where  carelessness  is  suspected,  is  sampled  more  frequently  than  where 
production  is  known  to  be  consistently  reliable.  Hence,  the  percentage  of  unsatisfactory 
samples  for  licensed  production  as  a  whole  may  be  misleading. 

Nearly  all  the  unsatisfactory  test  results  occur  during  the  warm  summer  months,  while 
in  the  winter  months  some  good  results  are  obtained  from  milk  produced  under  obviously 
unsatisfactory  conditions.  This  suggests  that  dye  stain  tests  subject  to  the  fluctuations  of  tem¬ 
perature  may  be  too  severe  in  hot  weather  and  fail  to  reveal  unsatisfactory  conditions  when 
the  weather  is  cold.
